Coast Being Cleared 


Chinese forces cleared a growing 
stretch of the 
China 
coast 450 


miles west of Oknawa by chasing 
retreating Japanese into 
Futing, 


105 miles north of the Chinese-held 
port of Foochow. Other Chinese 
columns in a 60-mile sweep through 
the, Indo-China corridor seized a 
road junction 200 miles northwest 
of the Canton-Hong Kang harbor 
area, where jittery Japanese were 
preparing for any contingency. 
The prediction that the major 
part of the Okinawa campaign 
may be ended within a week came 
from Maj. Gen. Roy Gelger, com- 
n:ander of the Third Marine am- 
phibious corps, as remnants of the 
once powerful garrison of 85,000 
were scqueezed 
into about 
25 


square miles at the southern top 
o' the island. Simultaneously Am- 
erican doctors disclosed that splt- 
11* of the sodden, battle-fatigued 
Japanese were, raised to a pitch of 
fanaticism by by liberal use of 
drugs. 


British and Indian troops bat- 
tered aown increasing .-Japanese 
resistance In their mop up of Bur- 
ma, while Yanks made two new 
amphibious landings in the South- 
ern Philippines to speed the end of 
Mindanao Island campaign.

A large number 
of new rases nre reported dally In the state and there have been 
a number of deaths. 


The c.uise of the contagion Is not definitely established but 


It Is recognized medical fact that cleanliness and strict com- 
pliance with modern sanitary regulations will prevent a spread 
of the disease. 


Many Insanitary conditions have been found in Corstcana. 


Representatives of the State Health Department recently com- 
pleted a sanitary survey here and the results were startling. 


A clean-up campaign has been Inaugurated. But for such a 


campaign to be a success the authorities must be given the full 
and sincere co-operation of the entire citizenship. This clean-up 
campaign IK an Individual responsibility and If the Individual 
does not recognize this responsibility little con be accomplished 
by the authorities. 


Don't take the attitude that "It can't happen to me." Polio Is 


no resnector of persons—the rich and the poor are alike fatally 
stricken—regardless of whether you live on the right or the 
wrong side of the tracks you and your loved ones are potential 
polio victims. 


There Is no reason to become panicky over the situation— 


the threatened epidemic can be controlled—but you as an In- 
dividual nnikt assume your duty and make It a personal matter 
In seeing that sanitary conditions here are corrected to meet 
demands of the city, county and state health officials. 


Only the wholehearted co-operation on the part of the citi- 


zenship with the health authorities wilt make the clean-up cam- 
paign a success.

FAILURE TO TRY 
WAR CRIMINALS DE 
MOCKING THE DEAD 


SUPREME COURT JUSTICE 
JACKSON RECOMMENDS 
SURE PUNISHMENT 


WASHINGTON, June 
7. 
(/P)— 
The chief American prosecutor of 
Axis war criminals today urged 
sure punishment for the guilty, 
and declared against any dilatory 
tactics in trial procedure. 
The trials, said Supreme Court 


Justice Robert H. Jackson, must 
not be regarded In the same light 
ns trials under the American sys- 
tem, where defense Is a matter of 
constitutional right,. 
"Fair hearings, for the accused 


are, of course, required to make 
sure we punish only the right men 
nnd for the right reason," ho said. 
"But the procedure of these hear- 
ings may properly bar obstructive 
and dilatory tactics resorted to by 
defendants In our ordinary crim- 
inal trials." 


Failure to try those accused, he 


stated, "would mock the dead and 
make cynics of the living." 


Justice Jackson, chief of counsel 


ot the United States In the prose- 
cution of 
Axis 
criminals, 
told 
President Truman in a 5,000 word 
report that he had assurances from 
the War Department that those 
likely to be accused as war crim- 
inals "will be kept In close confine- 
ment and stern control."

TO KNOW IF RUSSIA WILL JOIN 
IN CRUSHING PACIFIC BRIGAND

Onr Df the questions most often 
asked m« by readers of this col- 
umn as the Allies close In on Jap- 
an, Is whether Russia Is going to 
join us in crushing tho brigands 
of the Pacific. 
That's not an easy query to an- 
swer In view ol the fact that there 
has been on official pronouncement 
for gulilnnte, either from Moscow 
or the other Allied capitals. Mar- 
shal Stalin as usual has been ex- 
emplifying his nickname of "the 
Sphinx" by playing his cards close 
to his chest. For this reason any 
guess as to whether the Soviet Un- 
ion will make war on Japan must 
be based on two tings—logic 
significant trends. 
and 


On both counts, as I see it, the 


probabilities are that the Muscov- 
ites will come Into the war. 
When? Well, the bulk of 
their 
flghtinir strength In all categories 
Is In European Russia. We must 
allow time for the shifting of much 
of this strength to far-off Siberia— 
a titanic undertaking. It 
might 


be several months before Moscow 
felt sufficiently well set—perhaps 
late summer or autumn. 


Looking at the thing purely from 


the htandpolnt of self-interest, It's 
to the advantage of the Soviet Un- 
ion (or an It strikes me) not only 
to see Nippon knocked out hut to 
have a hand In the job. 


Japan's whole grandiose 
war- 
scheme of establishing a new order 
In East Asia under her domination 
is a direct challenge to evory Rus- 
sian Interett In the Orient—terri- 
torial, political and economic. And 
ths program is the culmination of 
a long sorltni of aggressive acts 
against Russia, dating back to the 
RiidSj-Japanese war of 1904-5. 


Of the recent trends, the 
one 
which seems tc me to be most con- 
clusive Is Japan's own attitude of 
fear that Russia Is about to 
de- 


clare war. We see this exhibited 
in the way Nippon is 
reported

Thomas said In an Interview he 


would ask the House committee 
on ur.ameiican activities, of which 
he Is ranking minority member, to 
make th« nvestlgatlon. 


The law-maker disclosed at the 
same time that the committee, set 
up as the permanent successor to 
the old Dies committee, will begin 
hearings Junt 20 to 
Investigate 


what he termed "the dissemina- 
tion of Communistic propaganda" 
by an employe of the New York 
OPA Office. 


Other committee members 
re- 


vealed that investigators 
have 
been checking on the price admin- 
Instration'c New York Office since 
last month and said Chester Bow- 
les, OPA head, would be the first 
witness when the hearings start. 


Thoomas said a transcript 
of 
radio broadcasts made by one New 
York OPA employe indicated that 
he "has been smearing 
business, 
trying to bring about racial and 
class hatred, and following 
the 
Commur.'st line." 


Thomas said he would ask the 


commltten tc, make a full scale in- 
vestigation of UNRRA as Boon as. 
It finishes thc> OPA inquiry.
